Greetings to all once again. This issue sticks to the “basics” but we do 
have several things on hold for next issue. So look for a large bulletin 
next time. On hold is the membership listing by state, an index to volume 
46, verie signers and a couple of articles. 


Next on the agenda is some serious business. For some time we've been eval- 
uating the financial situation of NRC, our income versus expenses, and other 
considerations regarding the stability of NRC. The survey comments also were 
given strong consideration, as well as projections of printing and postal 
costs. The net result of these deliberations is a decision to increase NRC 
domestic dues (U.S. and Canada) to $17 yearly effective January 1, 1980. At 
the same time DX News will be expanded to 32 issues by adding two issues in 
the summer. In December 1975, the annual dues structure was last adjusted. 

At that time separate first class and airmail delivery classes were eliminated. 
First class dues had been $14 and airmail $15. Thereafter, effective Jan. 1, 
1976, all dues were $15 for domestic memberships. In retrospect, many of our 
members have been paying $15 for almost 6 years. With inflation and prospects 
of postal increase in the not too distant future, we concluded that now is 

the time to make the dues adjustment. To give our members a “break” we will 
allow members to renew early at the current rate between now and January ist. 
Up to three years dues will be accepted. Foreign dues will be adjusted, but 
we have not finalized the rates yet. More to come. Gat

HAITI (via October SPEEDX)... On 7/4/79 4VEH began regular test trans- 
missions on 1595 using a new experimental skywave antenna and a converted 
1000 watt Collins amateur transmitter. The antenna, which can be called 
a@ lazy quad, is a cubical quad 1542 feet on each side positioned to 

beam nearly vertically with an 11 degree tilt toward 195 degrees from 
true north to favor coverage of Haiti on the first skip. About 60 feet 
below the active element is a slightly larger quad reflector. The quad 
antenna and reflector are held up by four 120 foot steel towers, each 
with a base insulator and nylon guying cables. 


4VEH will be conducting skywave radio tests @n 1595 kHz during the rest 
of 1979 and the first half of 1960. They are very interested in receiving 
individual reception reports and monitor's reports of reception during 
the entire test year. A special QSL card will be sent to verify all 
correct reception reports. Monitors will receive the QSL card in response 
to their first report, then the monthly skywave test special verification 
for all monitor's reports at the completion of the test transmissions in 
July, 1960.

This will 
be like a contimation of my article I sent to HQ "On the Trail of David". ‘Thanks to ev- 
erybody worrying about me. On Sept. 10 the "Cadena de la Defersa Civil" (Civil Defense 
Network) at lest was "broken" (meaning the "chain" or network) after @ lot of protests of 
rybody in the papers asking themselves what was the idea of the network just like a cen- 
sorship. Well, end of that. After all, not all stations are back on the sir as about 90 
or 95% of Santo Domingo is still lacking electricity, some stations have tried to operate 
with their own generator, tat it is impossible to keep them on pemanently. ‘Stations that 
have been on the air fo some time are RTVD-620, HIZ-730, RB. Continental-690, BR. Popular- 
950, R. Comercial-1010, Onda Musical-1150 & R. Mil-1180, but not all the time, right now at 
11:30pm on Sept. 14 there are only four stations on: 620-890-950-1010, My home is still in 
darkness since August 31 at noon, the day David visited us. Most of the trees & branches 
on the streets have ceen picked up and streets are clean, tut there is no running water in 
the pipes because of lack of electricity, we regularly use rain water as there is m other. 
Power compary says service will be restored in about 45 days from now, bow do you like that? 
Most of the crops in the country are destroyed and food will be gone in about one month. 
Oil refinery was partially damaged so there is no gas for cars, long lines are at the gas 
stations waiting for the gas to arrive but nothing comes, ‘Telephone service is the best 
as most of the telephones are working, but they are not reliable as you usually get the 
wrong mmber. ‘Ve are @ country in ruins. We have received lots of help from neighboring 
countries especially froz the U.S., Venezuela, Colombia, Germany, Argentina, sven Haiti sent 
help. Thanzs to everybody. DXing is great as there are not many stations on, but with a 
kerosene lantern it is not enjoyable, naturally I use my Sony portable THM1LOOOWA & loop, so 
I have read a lot. Till now I have read three books by John D. MacDonald, Some DXing 
will be sent to CHUCK HUTTON perhaps to be published on October 8. Sorry Ernie for this 
long Musing but I think you deserve some information A.D. (After David). I regret next 
Convention will be in LOS ANGELES, I won't be able to go, too far away and also expensive 
for me.

MARK CONNELLY - 30 William Road - Billerica, Massachusetts - 01821 WALION 9/25/79 
senvecereesee §€6"Digital Readout for the Realistic THF. This article is for the average 
DXer who is not highly experienced in electronics; it provides a starting point for further 
experimentation & technical refinanents. There have been mmerous articles about redraw- 
ing the dial scale of the Realistic TRF to enhance frequency readout accuracy. It seems to 
me that using a frequency counter (now widely availaole for $100 or less) is a better method. 
Any DXer with even a moderate interest in electronics should have a counter in the shack. 
The easiest method for measuring the received frequency is to put the counter on the local 
oscillator signal in the receiver. The frequency of the L.O. is the frequency of the station 
received plus the intermiediate frequency (455 kHz for the TRF). Therefore, if you are tuned 
to 1030 khz, the L.O. will be operating at 1485 khz. Some counters made specifically for 
SWL/Ham use mutamatically subtract the I.F. from the L.0. frequency, thus enabling direct 
readout of received frequency. Radio & Gilfer sell such counters. To connect the 
counter to the L.6., mount two screw terminals on the back cover of the TEF. To one terminal 
bring @ ground lead: this is wired from the lower mim battery terminal, The L.0. signal 
can be obtained ty the following proceedure: View the inside of the TRF with the back cover 
removed, Fini the black transistor below the main tunint capacitor and above the speaker. 
This is on the edge of the circuit board. Strip 1/8 of an inch of insulation from one eni 
of @ piece of thin stranded hook-up wire. Tin this with solier and attach it to the trans- 
istor lead which is farthest to the right and closest to the edge (bottom) of the chassis. 
Bring the other end of this lead to the second screw terminal you have mounted on the back 
cover, The signal level from this terminal to ground is about 300 millivolts p-p RF riding 
on @ plus-0,6 volt DC level. This should be enough to drive most counters; if it is not 
adequate for # particular counter, @ small battery-powered EF preamp. can be built up inside 
of @ shielded box to be installed in @ coaxial line between TRF & counter, Tne counter 
should be used for spotting a frequency or for @ quick measurement; it shouldn't be perma- 
nently tied in to the receiver as it will couple in considerable levels of noise. 1 would 
be interested in finding out about other similar experiments by other DXers.

for EWEH alone! 

pa bide ae one of the firet American personalities to be called a DU, 
was both DJ & station librerian, having at ready access @ collection of over 14,000 single- 
play shellac 76's, W. K. Henderson also spent time behind the mike as D.J. It was he 
who had @ mike placed in his bedroom so he could lean over, switch on the station, and 
broadcast from hie bed - really! He always addressed his coast-to-coast listeners with 
the phrase, "Hello, World! Dogzone Ya!" It was thie phrase that made him, as well a 
EWEKH, a worldwide phenomenon. It was he who originated the catch phrases “Monkey Ward 
(for Montgomery Ward) and "Sweare ani Rereback" (for Sears ani Roemuck). He @leo con 
ducted mary radio crusades, the most famous being the one against prohibition, when be 
would rattle ics in his glass close to his microphone, assuring the listeners that "it 
wasn't just water". 

After several aquisitions and expansions, power output was increased from 
the original 250 watts in 1926, to 1,000 in 1928, and to 50,000 watts in 1938-1939. The 
antenna also changed from the wire strung out the winiow in 1926 to an enormous six-tower 
array located North of the city on Highway 71 North. KWKH has flirted with several form 
ats, but has always remained @ sonewhat country station, with ad sales directed toward the 
farmer and cattlemen. KWKH is also the founding station of the nationally-famous “Louis- 
jana Hayride", a local show that started back in the late 40's and contimes today. Many 
big-name recording stars either began their careers on the Hayride or used it to promte 
then to even higher planes of popularity. Some of thoes stars include Johnny Cash, George 
Jones, David Houston (wnom I've met a few times), Mickey Gilley, ani the King, Elvis Pres- 
ley. Elvis got his first natiomide coverage on the Hayride, ari that's a fact that KWKH 
will not let fade into the background, The promoters of the Hayride are now ee the 
coverage ani audience of the Hayride every Séturday night is approaching that of WSM's 
"Grand Ole Opry. Well, that may be stretching things o bit too far, but, to say the 
east, the Hayride is a major contender. 

Back in the late 50's when I began listening to the radio, KWKH was the only 
Station I ever heard, ‘cause my father always had every redio in the house tuned to it. I 
remanber lying in bed on Saturday nights, listening to the Hayride, wishing I could be part 
of the staff of KWKH. Even today, although the station has umergone many changes, the 
most recent being the dropping of CBS network feed for Nutual, it is still the primary 


source of radio news here at home.
